The meeting for Southeast Mis­ 
souri is called for Thursday, Feb. 
22, at Sikeston High School gym­ 
nasium. 
With hogs bringing less than $5 
a hundredweight at the 
farm— 
about two-thirds of 
the 
actual 
cost of the feed 
consumed—the 
public, of course, has a splendid 
opportunity to buy pork products 
at bargain prices. 
Lard, 
which 
has been proved to be outstanding 
as a cooking product as well as a 
source of energy in all carefully 
conducted tests, is selling at ridi­ 
culously low prices, and should, 
therefore, command the attention 
of the practical and 
economical 
housewife. 
The same can be said 
for the other pork products, ac­ 
cording to Scott County 
Agent 
Leon Lane. 
Pork prices are now the lowest 
they have been since 1934, with 


the result that pork producers are j 
operating at a 
tremendous 
loss. 
Generally speaking, it takes about 
10 bushels of corn for each 
100 
pounds of gain on hogs. 
The av­ 
erage feeder, however, in winter 
feeding, without grass, uses

much as 12 bushels.

At New Madrid 


The third annual Cotton Grow­ 
er’s Conference was held at the 
New M adrid High School. Friday. 
Attendance was much smaller this, 
year, these being only 25 per cent.

He

ton grown ten years was short 
stapled and mixed v a r i e t i e s . Only 
about 59* 
was planted to D. & 
P. L. in 1929 and no Stoneville, 
which are the two approved var­ 
ieties now recommended. 
How­ 
ever, last year some 87'* of the 
crop was planted to 
these 
two 
cottons. 
An interesting talk was given by 
Furg H unter on using legumes to 
maintain soil fertility. 
He stated 
that the best way, of course, to 
build and maintain soil fertility, 
was to sot up a regular rotation, 
in which a legume would be seed­ 
ed and plowed under about every 
four years without a 
depleting 
crop being taken off the 
same 
year. 
He gave some very 
inter­ 
esting results on the use of crim ­ 
son clover as a winter pasture and 
soil building crop. 
Hunter, also, pointed out that 
an excellent practice that could 
be followed by practically every 
farm er is the seeding of crimson 
clover or vetch in cotton middles 
and follow this with corn the next 
year. 
He stated that the legumes 
would not ordinarily make enough 
growth to follow cotton with cot­ 
ton successfully.

point of the producer that a series 
of five district m eetings have been 
called by the Agricultural Exten­ 
sion Service of the Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture for the week 
of Feb. 19 to 23. 
The m eeting for Southeast Mis­ 
souri is called for Thursday, Fob. 
22. at Sikeston High School gym ­ 
nasium. 
With hogs bringing less than $5 
a hundredweight at the 
farm— 
about two-thirds of 
the 
actual 
cost of the feed 
consumed—the 
public, of course, has a splendid 
opportunity to buy pork products 
at bargain prices. 
Lard, 
which 
has been proved to be outstanding 
as a cooking product as well as a 
source of energy in all carefully 
conducted tests, is selling at ridi­ 
culously low prices, and should, 
therefore, command the attention 
of the practical and 
economical 
housewife. 
The same can be said 
for the other pork products, ac­ 
cording to Scott County 
Agent 
Leon Lane. 
Pork prices are now the lowest 
they have been since 1934, with

the result that pork producers are/ 
operating at a 
tremendous 
loss. 
Generally speaking, it takes about 
10 bushels of corn for each 
100 
pounds of gain on hogs. 
The av­ 
erage feeder, however, in winter

Thus, with 
corn costing 60 cents 
a 
bushel, 
farmers are actually pay $7.20 for 
each 100 pounds of gain 
which 
they are receiving less than $5. 
This means a loss of $2.20 a hun- 
dredweight or $4.40 per head on J 
each 200-pound hog.
